THE ALLIANCE AND THE PEOPLE. 
Whenever a party becomes measurably 
representative of monopolists, it must 
cease to be the party of any large number 
of the American people. 
That is to say, when a party manifests a 
tendency to become a class party, the peo- 
ple.will revolt, and they must then find 
the exponent of their views in the free 
and independent press, which despises 
party shackles, and treats all great meas­ 
ures, and all affairs affecting the weal of 
the people from the high standpoint of 
impartial judgment and true statesman 
ship. A strictly party press never can oc­ 
cupy such a position, unless the party is 
itself wholly unfettered and made free 
of mere party tradition. 
So far as the Farmers’ Alliance repre­ 
sents the revolt of the people against all 
manner of monopoly, ring and boss rule, it 
will he met by the honest thought of the 
people more than half way. If it is—and 
it starts well upon its race—to succeed, it 
will be because of the principles of econ­ 
omics for which it stands, and not simply 
b.cause it is entitled an alliance of farm­ 
ers and workers. It is to he judged, 
therefore, not from party standpoints, but 
from national points of view. It is to sub­ 
mit to the judgment of the American peo­ 
ple according as it is or is not represent­ 
ative of the mass of the population, and 
which embraces the producers and work­ 
ers, who constitute the great body of con­ 
sumers, and is exclusive in that sense of 
protected manufacturers, traders, political 
tinkers and monopolists of products, trade 
or political power. 
Because the American people are think­ 
ing more deeply upon and seeing more 
clearly than ever before the vital prin­ 
ciples of political economy, they are now 
more capable than ever before of distin­ 
guishing between true and false doctrines 
of the tariff, and upon- all matters concern­ 
ing more the welfare of the American na­ 
tion, than of the ambition and doctrinal 
contentions of parties. 
The Farmers’Alliance is coming to judg­ 
ment before the great bar of public opin­ 
ion, which is always molded, in the long run, 
by the highest best interests of the people. 
So far as it stands for the nation of people» 
and against class, it will have approval 
and support, and its voice will be heard 
through the independent press. If it crys­ 
tallizes into a mere political machine, 
cramped and coffined by dogmas and 
theories that are not broader than the 
planks expressive of them, it will fail of 
its purpose. 
But we do not believe that the Alliance 
will he the cat’s-paw for anything or any­ 
body; on the contrary it will dictate to 
political parties ami shape their ends in a 
great measure, since it is, a revolt of the 
people against ring rule ami boss rule, and 
stands for restoration of power, political 
and commercial, to the people, and for 
wresting from the hands of misused wealth, 
the trusts and the rings, and the power 
they have usurped. 
So long as the Alliance avoids the party 
rocks and shoals of greed for power and 
lust for office, it will have the support of 
the thinking independent press which re­ 
flects/he voice of the people, but if it shall 
go to pieces upon old reefs, and which it 
is unlikely to do, at least in the early 
future, it will not he because the non-parti­ 
san and independent press failed to warn 
it in time. 
COAL AND RAILROADING 
Elsewhere in this issue will he found an 
article treating of the excessive cost of 
coal upon the California coast, as compared 
to the cost of similar fuel at the East, It 
is there shown that coal costs the Southern 
Pacific Company more than seven times as 
much per mile run per locomotive as is 
charged to Eastern railroads. Fuel is an 
enormous item of cost in railroading ; it 
is therefore absolutely necessary to cheap 
transportation that the railroad operators 
should have cheap fuel. The inability to 
get it under present conditions, therefore, 
entails upon the roads a cost which must 
he borne by the traffic. As is said else­ 
where, it is surprising that railroading in 
California is as cheap as it is, when the 
cost of coal is so enormously heavy. The 
question of fuel for locomotives is one. 
therefore, that Í3 of profound interest to 
every j>erson in the State, for there are 
none who are not in some wav related to 
Abe economies of transportation by rail. 
We invite careful reading of the facts and 
figures in the article referred to. 
T he St. Louis Globe-Democrat does not 
believe that there will be any such folly 
in Congress as to put partisan bias into the 
apportionment bill. Probably not. Yet 
it must be admitted there are party leaders 
or managers who would, if unrestrained, 
commit that folly. Such gains as could 
be made by a party by such procedure 
would only serve to provoke greater indig­ 
nation among the people than was mani­ 
fest in the recent rebuke at the polls. The 
Republican party cannot afford any such 
tactics, and if the Democratic party were 
in power, it has learned lessons enough in 
recent years to refrain from making the 
gerrymander national. The party that 
exhibits greatest enlightenment in the 
present condition of affairs will, as the 
St. Louis paper well says, be more likely 
to win the confidente of the people. 


W iiex Congress assembles the business 
of the country always manifests some un­ 
easy concern. The reason is found in the 
fact that legislation has been promCTed so 
greatly in the interest of rings, syndicates, 
aggregated capital and party ambition, 
V.’hat the country needs is a settled pol­ 
icy upon the tarifl question, legislation 
for the unprotected cla»?M without inter­ 
ference by manufacturing trusts, money 
combinations and chronic partisans. 
The story comes by wire that Mr. Par­ 
nell is insane. We do not believe it. But 
he certainly is not acting as a man should 
who is guided by well-seated reason. If it 
is admitted, as his friends contend, that 
there is no person equal to the task of fill­ 
ing his place, it remains true that his 
leadership now divides his party, and di­ 
vision is the very thing, of all others, the 
home rule party cannot afford.

Enormous Cost of Fuel Here—The People 
Foot the Bills In the 
End.

The following extract from an extended 
artice that appeared in yesterday’s San 
Francisco Examiner, relates to an import­ 
ant featnre in the economics of railroading 
upon the Pacific coast, notably in Cali­ 
fornia. 
We invite attention to the extract, 
which clearly, and without room for any 
denial, proves that the cost of operat­ 
ing railroads in California is greatly 
heavier than at the East, because of the 
extraordinary high price charged for coal 
in California, compared to the prices East­ 
ern railway systems pay for fuel of a better 
quality: 
. The cost of coal to the Chicaeo. Milwau­ 
kee and St. Paul Railtoad is S2 06 per ton. 
To the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific, 
$1 96. 
To the Chicago and Northwestern, $1 78. 
To the Lake Shore and Michigan, $1 37. 
To the Chicago ana Alton, $1 05. 
To the Baltimore and Ohio, 95 cents. 
To the Pennsylvania Central, 80 cents. 
The average cost of coal to the Southern 
Pacific system this year wa3 $6 91 per ton. 
The company has 6 SOO miles of road and 
not a coal mine from one end of it to the 
other. 
It coste the Southern Pacific 22 83 cents 
per mile-run for fu-1 for each locomotive, 
while fuel to the eight following roads 
averages 6 45 cents per mile: Chicago and 
Northwestern, Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern, New York Central, Pennsylva­ 
nia Central, New York and Lake Erie, 
Chicago. Milwaukee and St. Paul, Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific and Illinois Cen­ 
tral.The people of California may not care to 
weep over the woes of the Southern Pacific, 
but this extra cost does not do anv one here 
any good. On the contrary the money goes 
to an overloaded national treasury, never to 
return to this coast in any shape. It the 
Southern Pacific could keep its mile engine 
coal average down to the G 4.5 of the Eastern 
roads it would have saved last year $3,400,­ 
000. Or putting the figures the other way: 
If the Eastern roads had to pay 22 83 cents, 
as the Southern Pacific did. it would have 
increased their expenses $31,000,000, and 
wiped out every dividend that they paid. 
Now it must he evident to even the most 
superficial reader that if it costs, as it 
does, the Southern Pacific system of roads 
§6 91 a ton for coal, while the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railway pays but 95 cents a 
ton, railroading on the latter line, all 
other elements of cost being assumed 
to be equal for the purposes of illus­ 
tration, is as proportionally less costly 
as is represented by 
the difference 
between 95 cents and $6 91. It must 
be clear to even the most ordinary com­ 
prehension that, as the cost of operating 
expenses must be borne by the traffic, no 
matter what the character of the carrier 
line, the high cost of fuel to the South­ 
ern Pacific system is a direct charge and 
burden upon the people who use the road, 
directly or indirectly, either as trans­ 
porters or passengers or as consumers of 
commodities carried. 
Either this is true or the railroad car­ 
rier must operate his line at a loss. If, as 
the Examiner article suggests, the Southern 
Pacific Company had to pay no more for 
its fuel per mile run for each locomotive 
than the average cost to the eight named 
railroads at the East, it wou'd have saved 
last year §3,400,000. That saving would 
have been put into lessening transportation 
rates, or railroad extension, or devoted to 
discharge of obligations, or in promoting 
improved service or to the fair reward of 
the investors—but now matter how, if 
saved it would have been a saving to eveiy 
person having any commercial relation 
whatever with railroading over the South­ 
ern Pacific system. 
The case is strongly put in the extract 
we make, where it is shown that the cost 
to the Southern Pacific system for coal 
the past year, if visited upon the 
Eastern systems, would have swallowed 
up every dividend the 
latter de­ 
clared and paid—that is to say, their 
operating expanses would have increased 
§31,000,000. These showings make clear 
exposition of one of the chief additional 
costs of railroading in this State, in excess 
of operating charges for like necessities on 
Eastern roads. Under the circumstances, 
of which the coal cost is but one, the won­ 
der is that the railroad system in this 
State has been operated so economically 
and with as low rates of charge for service.

Cp Accounts. 


The Board of Supervisors met yesterday 
for the last Bession of the present term. 
A ll of the members were present, and 
Chairm an Ross presided. 
A communication was received from 
Mrs. H am m ond of Folsom, complaining 
that Br. Lines had not removed a certain 
obstruction, in the shape of a fence, from 
one of the public road3 in Folsom, as or­ 
dered by the Supervisors. The records of 
the Board showed that Br. Lines had asked 
permission to maintain the obstruction un­ 
til the wet weather set in. His time being 
up now, an order was made that the Road 
Overseer of that district be instructed to 
remove the obstruction immediately. 
Road Overseer Judge—of whom com­ 
plaint was made to the Board at the last 
session by a Mr. Holland, who said Judge 
had declined to sign his warrant for cer­ 
tain road work—appeared before the Board 
and explained that he had been doing some 
work on the river and had been unable to 
see Holland but once. Oa that occasion 
he did not have his time-book with him, 
and so could not sign H olland’s warrant. 
The hearing of the petition of Sperry 
Bye and others, for a new county road at 
Isleton, was postponed until January 3d. 
THE HICKSVILLE BRIDGE. 
The matter of accepting or rejecting the 
new bridge just completed at H.cksvilie by 
contractor E. E. Barry was then taken up. 
Mr. Bates said that be was one of the 
party who inspected it, and from all that 
he could see it was a good piece of work. 
Mr. Greer said he, too, had examined the 
bridge thoroughly, and was satisfied that it 
was a good solid structure. 
Mr. Tebbets explained that he missed 
the train on the day that the other m em ­ 
bers went down to see the bridge, but from 
all that he had heard, the county had made 
a good bargain. 
Mr. Black thought the bridge was all 
right, and the only thing he had to say 
agaiust it was with reference to the talk 
about a discrepancy in the specifications. 
The original contract, it was understood, 
had called for the bents being placed ten 
feet apart, but the contractor had driven 
them twenty feet apart. 
District Attorney Bruner, who was pres­ 
ent, advised the Board to lay the matter 
over. 
T ni3 suggestion met with some opposi­ 
tion from the Supervisors. They were of 
the opinion that the matter was either 
right or wrong, and could be settled then 
and there. 
“ Well, now, what’s the m atter with that 
b ridge?’ asked Mr. Tebbets. “Is it not a 
good structure?” 
THE CHAIRMAN'S OPINION. 
Chairman Roes replied that he was sat­ 
isfied that it was a very good bridge. 
He 
was satisfied that it would never break 
down. Some of the lumber, however, was 
not up to the standard, and the fact that 
the specifications had been changed was 
hardly fair to the other bidders. 
Mr. Tebbets said that Barry's bid for a 
twenty-foot bridge was even lower by a 
great deal than those submitted by the 
other contractors, so they would have’ no 
com plaint to make. 
Mr. Tebbets expressed him self as dissat­ 
isfied with the report of the Supervisors, 
and characterized it as “ wishy-washy.” 
If the bridge was á good one, and the 
county had received 
the worth of its 
money, why it should ba accepted—if not, 
it should be rejected without further ado. 
It was explained to Mr. Tebbets that the 
bridge was a good piece of work, and the 
only obstacle in the way of accepting it 
was the discrepancy in Ábe specifications 
regarding the distance o rth e bents. 
Mr. Bates moved, in order to get the 
question properly before the Board, that 
tbe bridge be accepted. Mr. Black sec­ 
onded the motion. 
District Attorney Bruner was asked for 
his advice again. He said that since he 
had made an investigation of the records, he 
was of the opinion that the Board should 
go ahead and accept or reject the bridge. 
Then, (if accepted), any taxpayer who 
m ight choose to oppose the m atter would 
have an opportunity of contesting the m at­ 
ter before the warrant was drawn. 
IT IS ACCEPTED. 
Supervisor Greer who up to this time 
had had nothing to say on the subject, now 
took the floor, and said that although be was 
formerly opposed to paying for the bridge, 
he was now ready to vote for it. H e was 
sick and unable to attend the session of 
the Board at which the specifications were 
changed, and had been laboring under a 
mistaken 
impression. 
He thought all 
along that the specifications had been al­ 
lowed to stand as originally drawn up— 
calling for tbe bents being placed ten feet 
apart. His objection was an honest one, 
but bad arisen from a misapprehension. 
After some further discussion by tbe 
other members, Mr. Greer took the "floor 
again and said he was satisfied that the 
Board would be acting legally in accepting 
the bridge. 
He then read the statute on 
that subject, which was to the effect that 
the Board of Supervisors could, on a four- 
fifths vote, change the specifications in a 
contract after it had been let, even if it in­ 
creased the price of the structure bid upon. 
The records of the Board showed that a 
four-fifths vote had authorized the change. 
Tuis settled the dispute. 
A vote was takeulm m ediately, and the 
bridge was accepted, not a member voting 
in the negative. 
THE HOSPITAL WATER TOWER. 
The bridge m atter being disposed of. Mr. 
Greer called attention to tbe fact that the 
new water tower at the County Hospital 
had been completed and the Board should 
inspect it. 
Mr. Bates said he wa3 not in favor of 
paving for the tank until the contractor 
could show a clean account with tbe sub­ 
contractors and employes. 
He under- 
sto d that the latter were anxious about 
their money. One of them had even pre 
sented his ciaim to the county. 
Mr. Greer said the contractors h id be­ 
come financially embarrassed and had 
assigned the claims for the tower work to 
I t:cbard8 & Knox. The assignees, he un­ 
derstood, were willing to settle up with all 
of the sub contractors as soon as the county 
paid the ballsnce due on the tower. 
After some further talk on the matter the 
Board decided to go out to tbe hospital in 
the afternoon and inspect the tower before 
takiD g any action on i \ 
On motion of Mr. Greer, A. J. Hopper 
was exployed to expert the county books 
from where he left off six m onths ago up 
to the first of the year—or the end of the 
term. 
Tbe Board then took a recess. 
At the afternoon session the Board passed 
a num ber cf bills and then adjourned, in 
order to visit the County Hospital. 
The Supervisors returned last evening 
from the hospital and reported the tower a 
a good piece of work.

In other words, he is likely to die.

Trustee McLaughlin suggested that, as 
the ready money in thestreetim provem ent 
fund was getting short, notices ought to be 
published in the papers, announcing that 
more city bonds were ready for sale. 
Tbe Mayor thought advertisements would 
be of no use. Those in Sacramento who 
were liable to buy bonds could be notified 
without advertising. 
The matter was laid over for one week. 
Trustee Wolf asked whether or not tbe 
sense of the Board was that a new water 
cyliuder be purchased for the Stevens’ 
pump. 
Trustee McLaughlin said he believed the 
pumping machiuery onght to be kept in 
the best of condition possible. 
Mayor Comstock wanted tbe cylinder re­ 
paired. and thought the cost ought not to 
exceed $100. He considered it would be 
sufficient to put a couple of iron bands 
around the cylinder. 
“ Well, eo ahead and do it,” said Trustee 
Wolf. 1 You'll have to stand the responsi­ 
bility if you do.” 
The May» r wanted further time to con­ 
sider the matter, and the usual disposition 
was made of it—continued one week. 
It was ordered that China slough be con­ 
demned as a nuisance, and that the railroad 
company and otber property-owners be re­ 
quested to commence the work of filling in. 
A num ber of bills were allowed, and tbe 
Board adjourned.

San Francisco, December 15th—This morn­ 
ing about 12.15 o'clock a fire started on the 
lower floor of the building 109 to 417 Commer­ 
cial street. The fire was not extinguished until 
the entire building was destroyed. The premi­ 
ses were used as a Chinese shoe factory. The 
flames spread with rapidity, aud to quickly did 
the blaze reach the top that about a dozen Chi­ 
nese, who slept in the rear portion of the second 
floor, cou'd uot get out by the stairs and they 
huddled like so many frightened sheep iu one 
of the front rooms.

The fire started on the store floor of Wo Sing 
A Co.’s shoe factory. The factory of Yung Kee 
& Co., manufacturers of ladies'shoes and slip­ 
pers. at 413 Commercial street, was also totaliy 
desiroyed. 
The stock ia the Excelsior Cigar Factory 
(Chinese), at So. 417)4, was damaged a little by 
smoke.

The 
Fear) and Key West Cigar Factories, in the 
Anthony building, also sustained some loss. 
The entire loss on buildings, machinery, 
stfCk, etc.. will amount to about 510,000, partly 
covered by insurance. 
This morning two of tbe Chinamen who were 
in the part of the building devoted to the maim 
facture of shoes, and a Chinese cook employed 
in the fikeelsior cigar factory, did not make 
their appearance, and the fact was reported to 
the officials of the Fire Department. A search 
was instituted to ascertain if any of the tenants 
had perished iu the flames, and it was not loug 
before the body of a Chinaman, burned to a 
crisp, was found. The remains were removed 
to the Morgue and were identified as those of 
Quan Way, a native of China, 98 years of age, 
and a partner in the firm oi Youu Kee A Co. 
The identification was accomplished by reason 
of the unfortunate ChiDameu having one oi his 
teeth missing. He occupied 'quarters on the 
third floor and when the fire was first an­ 
nounced he arose with the others, aud at once 
went to the safe to secure the moneys and 
papers belonging to the firm. He removed the 
articles and was about to come to the window 
where the ladder was raised, but thinking of 
his clothes started back to his couch to get 
them, when the floor gave way and he weut 
down with the falling debris into the roaring 
flames below. 
The bodies of the other two have not been re­ 
covered. 
It is believed the lire originated from the 
smoking indulged iu by the Chinese.

TWO DECISIONS. 


A Tolo Case R eversed, and A nother One 
Sustained. 
The following Supreme Court opinions 
were filed yesterday in the office of Clerk 
Spencer in this city: 
People (respondent) vs. Bemmerly. This 
is a Yolo county case, and the defendant 
was tried for murder, upon an information 
in the shape of a document purporting to 
be the dying declaration of the deceased, 
Mat. Faigle. The defendant objected to its 
introduction, on 
the grounds that the 
declaration did not show that it was made 
under a sense of impending death, and al=o 
that it was not the one made by the dying 
man. The objection was overruled. The 
Supreme Court says that it was properly 
admitted in evidence. 
Instruction No. 10, giving at the request 
of the prosecution, gives a lengthy defini­ 
tion of “a reasonable doubt” and contains 
this clause: ‘‘It must not be one that is 
merely fanciful—created ingeniously iu 
your minds to escape the consequences of 
an unpleasant verdict; it must be an hon­ 
est doubt—such a doubt as strikes the con­ 
scious mind, and one that clouds the un­ 
derstanding of those who are honestly 
seeking to arrive at the truth—such a doubt 
as would induce a man of reasonable firm­ 
ness and judgm ent to act upon it in m at­ 
ters of importance to himsell.” 
The Court quotes several cases where 
like instructions were given and held to be 
in error. The judgm ent is reversed and the 
cause remanded for a new trial. Judge 
Garoutte of W oodland tried the case. 
A JCDGMENT AFFIRMED. 
H enry J. Crall (appellant) vs. Board of 
Directors of Poso Irrigation District. The 
action was commenced by the plaintiff to 
obtain a decree enjoining the sale of the 
bonds of the district. 
The Supreme Court 
advises] that the judgm ent of the lower 
Court be affirmed.
